He set forth what he said were 
“certain imperatives for the Cath- 
colic press which always must be. 
kept in mind,” but which “are not 
inconsistent with right freedom, 
but enhance right freedom and 
make it a precious thing.”

STRESSING the great influence 
of the press and stating that “we 
must ask of it a keener sense of the 
responsibility which its freedom 
imposes om it,” the Cardinal said

failed in the , responsibility 
its very freedom imposes 
sympathy with those 
systems of political government 
which impose a censorship in th 
press. This is, to say the least, 
|very near to tyranny and deprives 
the people of knowledge and infor- 
imation to which they have a right. 
‘But the way to protect the press 
in its freedom is for the press 
rightly to sense the responsibility 
whieh its freedom does impose.” 

When the press has 2 keen sense 
of its responsibility, “it is able to 
mold aright the life of a period,” 
Cardina! Stritch stated. He charged 
'that “much of the things which we 
regret in our day are attributable 
to the press which helped to bring 
them about,” and said that “if we 
have a right sense of our social 
iduty and our responsibility to 
citizens and to people, we shall 
bave a press which will be able to 
| do more than merely reflect the 
bad things of the times.”

The patron saint of air travel. 
lers was born in the Italian village 
of Copertino in 1603 and entered 
a Capuchin monastery at the age 
of 17. He served in the Franciscan 
Order until his death in 1663. He 
was canonized on July 16, 1767. 


Numerous extraordinary works 
have been ascribed to the Friar 
of Copertino, among which was the 
ability to fly without means. There 
were authenticated reports that 
witnesses saw him doing so on at 
least _70 occasions, both inside 
churches and above the Copertino 
Monastery grounds. 


Shortly before Pearl Harbor, a 
iNew York City sculptor, Carl Paul 
Jannewein, designed the first St. 
Joseph of Copertino medal. In the 
forefront of those who urged him 
to do so was Mary Brown Ringer, 
daughter of an Episcopalian minis- 
ter. Miss Ringer had heard about 
St. Joseph of Copertino from her 
father, who had been an ambulance 
driver with the French Army in 
|'World War I and who had observed 
many instances of devotion to the 
Saint. During World War II, Miss 
Ringer helped operate the Little 
Service Club in New York City and 
‘many Allied pilots who visited 
‘there left with St. Joseph of Co- 
pertino medals which they carried 
iwith them through their combat 
missions. These pilots, upon re- 
turning to civilian life, helped to 
spread the fame of St. Joseph of 
Copertino as the patron saint of 
air-farers.

Why Does The Church Oppose Cremation ? 


December 15, 1886, and a third on 
July 27, 1892, which denied the last 
'Sacraments to Catholics who insis- 
ited upon cremation after having 
‘been warned that it was condemn- 
ied. The decree of December, 1886, 
‘denied Christian burial to any 
Catholic who of his own free will 
ordered his body to be cremated. 

These three decrees set forth the 
reasons for the Church’s ban upon 
cremation. Cremation tends to les 
sen reverence and respect. for the 
dead and is associated with the 
spirit of enemies of the Church 
who question the doctrines of the 
immortality of the soul and resur- 
rection of the body.
